NE of the most nagging real- 

ities of everyday life, per- 
sisting like eyestrain or a sick 
headache through all our ex- 
perience, is our sense of sin. 
Even the irreligious cannot

We think of a child who dis- 
obeys his father, getting into his 
car and releasing the brake. The 
automobile rolls into a brick 
wall, smashing the grill and the 
headlights. The damage comes 
‘to $250. 

“Just for that,” says the fath- 


er, “there .will be no movies 
until this is paid for.’ He 
knows that the few pennies of 
the child won’t begin to pay 
for the repairs, but it will at 
least teach him a lesson in obe- 
dience. 

Christ has redeemed us — 
completely—but He wants us to 
join our efforts with His. Thus 
we realize the gravity of sin 
and learn self-control, and by 
His consent we reduce the su- 
pernatural debt outstanding 
against us,

‘<¢7™AN it be that Marcel Legaut 

has written a wholly modern 
sequel (to the Imitation of Christ), 
which many will wish to place be- 
side their copies of the Imitation?” 
asks George Shuster in his fore- 
word to M: Legaut’s Meditations of 
a Believer, translated by Siewalt 


and Suzanne Palleske (Knopf. 
$3.75). 
I doubt it. The comparison is

Legaut’s admirable book. 


M. Legaut. is a French layman, 
a scientist who, the jacket tells us, 
searched the Scriptures “in the 
quest for insight into problems 
posed by science for the mind of 
the modern Christian.” He wrote 
a series of meditations based on 
the Gospels, and a collection of 
these in book form has gone 
through 37 printings in France. 
ead are now given to us in Eng- 
ish. 


And we should be pleased to 
have them. For though M. Legaut 
still lacks the stark simplicity of 
Monsignor Knox’s approach, he 
has again and again penetrated to 
the hidden depths of the Gospels 
and made apt and illuminating 
application of his findings to the 
situation and needs of his contem- 
poraries, 


Thus, he does not repeat the 
conventional reflections on the An- 
nunciation, the prayer of the Phari- 
see, the shortcomings of St. Peter, 
the state of mind of the disciples 
going toward Emmaus, but mines 
new ore from these- and many 
other familiar subjects. And re- 
peatedly he brings the Gospel to 
bear on temptations, perplexities, 
practices typical of the twentieth 
century, making us see what use, 
in conditions far different from 
those of ancient Palestine, we must 
make of its eternal wisdom.

Lenten Suggestion 


B y-weghs it go without saying 
that each‘of us is going to 
spend some time each day of Lent 
in spiritual reading? For a long 
time we have been vaguely mean- 
ing to take up daily spiritual read- 
ing. But either we have never 
got around to acting upon the in- 
tention or we have not persisted. 
Lent brings us the incentive and 
the grace we need to start or to 
resume, Let me make a sugges- 
tion. 


The one book above all others 
is the New Testament. Readable 
recent translations, well printed 
and moderately priced, are avail- 
able. We should begin with the 
Gospels. A chapter a day might 
be a good rule. One chapter, de- 
liberately read, thought about, 
prayed about, is better than ten 
chapters skimmed 

Supplementary to this would be 
a chapter from some “life of 
Christ.” A number of these come 
to mind. For 50 centz you can 
buy Abbe Constant Fouard’s “Life 
of Christ in the Catechetical 
Guild’s St. Paul, .Minn. edition. 
Others (Ricciotti, Goodier, Lebre- 
ton, Prat, Lagrange) cost more.

We have so much to atone for, 
and yet we seem to lack the en- 
thusiasm of our earlier days. But 
the fact .emains: 
a good Lent. We need it. Not 
only must we do penance for our 
sins, but we have this great ob- 
jective to accomplish by our pray- 
ers: the liberation of the world 
from Communism, and a lasting 
peace for the world. 


The secret of making a good 
Lent lies in getting off to a flying 
start. We must lay out our pro- 
gram carefully, and then we must 
stick to it from the start.

I need these instruc- 
tions. The world has been too 
much with me—the newspapers, 
the radio and TV. I must shake 
these off and get some pious 
thoughts into my head.

4. BROTHERLY LOVE —I will 
make a special effort this Lent to 
be charitable, good-natured, kind, 
considerate, easy-going, open-hand- 
ed—remembering that the other 
fellow has his troubles too, and 
that I’m not the easiest person in 
the world to get along with.

But Christ, having risen from 
the dead in glory, suffers now no 
more. It is heresy—not Catholic 
belief—to speak of our Lord as if 
He were still actually enduring the 
pain of His bitter Passion. 

Moreover, the Church, in her 
Liturgy (and the Liturgy always 
expresses the true belief as well as 
the true outlook!) never refers to 
the Passion dnd Death of Christ as 
if it were something exclusively 
characterized by sorrow. In the 
very midst of her period of mourn- 
ing—Passion-time—Mother Church 
speaks of the “most triumphant 
Passion,” and on Good Friday it- 
self she hails the Cross not as the 
symbol of His sorrow, but as the 
“Standard of the King”’ (“Vexilla 
Regis prodeunt,” hymn for the pro- 
cession from the Repository). 
“Christ,” says the Church when 
she contemplates His “blessed 
Passion” (such is the title the 
Canon of the Mass gives it) “Christ 
reigns from the Cross.” 

It is never wise to be more Cath- 
olic than the .Church. And that 
principle applies especially to Lent. 
Right order, proportion, soundness 
of emphasis—all these things are 
found in the Liturgy as they are 
too often not found in personal 
piety which has divorced itself 
from liturgical (and _ therefore 
Catholic) norms. 

The Stations of the Cross are a 
magnificent and beautiful devo- 
tion. The Church approves and en- 
courages them because, to excite 
ourselves to true sorrow for sin 
and firm purposes of amendment, 
to come to a better understanding 
of how much the Son of God loved 
us, nothing helps more than devout 
contemplation of the Passion of our 
Lord. But—Stations of the Cross 
notwithstanding, and their popu- 
larity notwithstanding too—as pop- 
ular Lenten exercises, they still do 
not give exclusive character to the 
Lenten season. 

As a matter of fact, the Church 
in her Lenten Liturgy does not 
make any special mention of the 
Passion of our Lord from the begin- 
ning of the season up to Passion 
Sunday. She merely celebrates the 
Eucharist, (the making-present- 
again of the whole Redemptive 
work—the “blessed Passion” as 
well as the “Resurrection from the 
dead”—Canon of the Mass). How- 
ever during this season as during 
no other in the Liturgical Year, the 
Church adorns the Holy Sacrifice 
with special solemnity. 

This is the one time of year when 
there is a special seasonal Mass for 
every day—the Mass celebrated in 
violet vestments. ge by step 
there is a progress in the teaching 
of truths of Faith and the deepen- 
ing of them in human hearts by 
their being taught in the midst of 
the Holy Sacrifice. 

The Lenten seasonal Masses are 
magnificent—there is a whole 
course of instructions developed in 
them as they progress. And then, 
when the time comes for turning 
her attention to the Passion, the 
Church does so — and quite 
thoroughly, 


The Covered Cross 


In ancient times, before the 
custom arose of having a figure on 
the cross, the crosses in churches 
were covered with jewels, very 
elaborate—all expressing the idea 
of ‘the triumph of the cross. When 
it came time to concentrate on the 
Passion of Christ and to contem- 
plate the sufferings which he 
underwent for man’s salvation, it 
was not thought fitting to have the 
splendor of the cross so manifested 
—at least not until the proper

“This is the North America 
“where the white man is still a 
stranger. You can see dog sleighs 
crossing the ice and meet Indians 
who are still great hunters.” 
When he arrived he could see 
from the air only a white streak 
of lake hemmed on either side by 
dusty brown bush. Then the plane 
glided down on the mainland at 
the end of the lake and he could 
see the Hudson Bay store, a wire- 
‘less and, weather station, a nurs- 
ing station and a few houses. Thir- 
—— away, on an island, is the 
Indian village, and there too is the 
Catholic chapel and the school 
where John teaches the Indian 
boys and girls. The one missionary 
comes from French Canada, and 
his name is Father Maurice Oui- 
met, O.M.I. There is but one lay 
brother. You can see that this must 
be a very small place indeed. 


Bears, Wolves and 
Prospectors’ Bones 


If you go a little distance from 
the village you can see bears and 
wolves and prospectors’ bones. Not 
many Indians live in the village 
for most of them prefer to stay in 
the bush where during the season 
from November to May they are 
busy trapping mink, beaver, otter, 
fox and muskrat. During the rest 
of the year they fish. The children 
love to trap muskrat too, and in 
April there is a strong temptation 
to leave schoo] and go to work with 
the traps in the woods. The old 
Indian type house is made of logs 
with the aid of only some twelve 
nails. And to keep warm in this 
climate which can reach fifty be- 
oe zero, they burn large birch 
Ogs. 


The older Indians speak and 
write the Ojibway language, and 
they speak some English as well. 

he Indians are wards of the 

anadian federal government and 
each year in June they arrive by 
canoe to collect their treaty money. 

John Groarke writes of the many 
things that appear strange indeed 
to one who has spent his life else- 
where. There are children to whom 
school is a novelty, and there are 
people who save their money so 
that they can fly to see that smoky 
monster, the locomotive.

‘¢1IN GOD WE TRUST” appears 

on many of our coins, and we 
finally added the words “under 
God” to our country’s Pledge of 
Allegiance. It is refreshing to see 
these small straws in the wind, 
because it Just may be possible that 
they indicate a return to funda- 
mental truths, which Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker calls the “recogni- 
tion of the need for a greater re- 
armament program—a spiritual re- 
armament of all the American 
people.” 

Many of the public figures who 
assess America’s troubles shy away 
from the key word that Eddie 
Rickenbacker used. They speak of 
justice, tolerance and equality, but 
they tend to avoid that word 
“spiritual.” 

That is one reason that Brother- 
hood Week has such an appeal. 
“Brotherhood” is a fine thing, but 
in itself and alone, it is not enough. 
But the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, which spon- 
sors Brotherhood Week all over 
the country, has made it clear just 
what it means by “Brotherhood.” 
In its folder which is given wide 
distribution to newspapers, radio 
and TV stations, schools and other 
places, the Conference says that it 
is talking about the Brotherhood of 
Man under the Fatherhood of God. 
President Dwight Eisenhower, writ- 
ing about this program, reminds 
us that “no human being in the 
world can escape his spiritual 
involyement in what happens to 
any, other human being.” 


Brotherhood Week, therefore, 
can be a clear-cut challenge to 
Catholics.. For Catholic leaders 
have always been careful to make 
it clear that we must be more than 
brothers to each other in order to 
qualify as followers of Christ; we 
must also accept the doctrine that 
we have a Father who is God. The 
program put forward by the 
National Conference of Christians 
and Jews makes that very point. 


The Conference—as far as we 
can determine —avoids another 
error which is all too common. It 
does not claim that one religion is 
as good as another; nor that it 
doesn’t matter what church you 
attend so long as you are good to 
your neighbor. That error of being 
indifferent has been avoided by the 
Conference. Instead, its purpose 1s 
announced as the promotion of 
“justice, amity, understanding and 
cooperation among Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews. . . with a view 
to establishment of a social order 
in which the religious ideals of 
brotherhood and justice shall be 
come standards of human relation- 
ships.” 


The Conference was established 
in 1928 by Charles Evans Hughes,

audience that Latin Americans do 
not rely on the gospels, the truth 
about Christianity, to guide them 
in their decisions. He said the 
psychological attitudes in Latin 
America account for the lack of 
liberty and one of the most im- 
portant of the forces affecting the 
psychological attitudes is the 
Catholic Church. 


Dr. Harold Fey, editor of Chris- 
tian Century, spoke twice during 
the convention. Generally speak- 
ing, he was not emotional in his 
approach, didn’t offer a bigoted 
approach to the Catholic Church, 
although he stacked the cards fre- 
quently in his discussions of things 
Catholic. 


Dr. Ockenga, the Boston minis- 
ter, was bitter in his attacks on 
the Catholic Church.

“Mr. Gaillard Hunt of the Con- 
gressional Library (October, 1917) 
declares that probably the imme- 
diate source of that part of the 
Virginia Declaration of Rights and 
the Declaration of Independence, 
which proclaims the equality of 
man and sovereignty by consent 
of the people, is to be found in 
the political theories of Cardinal 
Bellarmine. 

“The same view is voiced by 
O’Rahilly, an Irish writer on, poli- 
tical science, who says: “The Dec- 
laration of Independence is an ac- 
curate transcript of the Catholic 
mind. ... There is strong histori- 
cal evidence, that it is to the 
great Jesuit antagonists of James 
I, Bellarmine and Suarez, that 
England and America _ primarily 
owe the conception of democratic 
government. 


“*There is not a single English} 


democratic writer between the 
Reformation and Suarez. The sev- 
enteenth century witnessed a re- 
action against the Protestant 
theory and practice of despotism 
by divine right, and a return, par- 
tial at least, to the medieval idea 
of natural rights, popular sover- 
eignty, and the liberties of muni- 
cipal and corporate bodies. The 
twentieth century is manifesting 
a further readoption of those poli- 
tical ideas.’ 

“The French Revolution was in- 
spired by the political. idea of 
Rousseau, and more directly by 
the tyranny, extravagance, and 
absolutism of Louis XIV and Louis 
XV. There is a fundamental differ- 
ence between the doctrine of 
Bellarmine and Rousseau. Bellar- 
mine held that political power is 
a natural and a divine institution, 
necessary for the good of society, 


| while Rousseau held it was a mere 


human convenience, existing solely 
by the agreement of men. 
“Bellarmine derived political 
power immediately from the 
people as a whole, but ultimately 
from God, while Rousseau rested 
it solely on the contract between 
ruler and subject. Bellarmine held 
that men were bound in conscience 
to obey all lawful authority, 
while Rousseau declared ‘each one 
is united to all, but obeys only 
himself, and remains as free as 
before.’ While, therefore, Rous- 
seau made the French Revolution 
possible, Bellmarine made the de- 
mocracy of the United States a 
reality. 
“Catholic moralists, unlike the 
divine right theorists, declare that 
rebellion is lawful, when the 
people are oppressed by a lasting 
and intolerable tyranny; when 
legal and pacific means of reform 
have proved useless; when the re- 
volt has a reasonable chance of 
success, and when it is approved

Khrushchev Wants 
No Compromise 


Milwaukee, Wis. —(NC)— Even 
though Nikita Khrushchev, the 

ower behind the throne in Russia, 

as at one time criticized the Reds’ 
methods in persecuting religion, 
he wants no compromise in com- 
munism’s stand against religion. 

This is the view of Douglas 
Hyde, convert and one-time editor 
of the London (England) Daily 
Worker. He was interviewed here 
before he addresséd a group at 
Mount Mary College. : 

Mr. Hyde said Khrushchev, 
dominant power in the supreme 

Soviet, is “completely ruthless.” 
However, he can “easily” de- 
ceive the West into thinking 
he is moderate by skillful use 
of subtlety.

If there is a remon- 
strance signed by 50 freeholders, 
the township advisory board would 
decide, after a hearing, whether 
the additional buses should be pur- 
chased. That decision would be 
final, according to the bill.
